Technioalities of too trivial a 
nature should not be allowed to 
interfere with the repatriation 
.process of those Canadian ex- 
service men, who are suffering a 
great amount of personal and 
family hardship in Great Britain 
through lack of employment 
and the ordinary means of a 
bare existence. Not a few of 
these unfortunate men and their 
families have returned to this 
country at the expense of the 
Dominion Government: bnt fully 
fifteen thousand former mem¬ 
bers of the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force on the other siile 
of the Atlantic are largely de¬ 
pendent upon the rapidly van¬ 
ishing canteen proflt fund for 
the necessaries of life. It is ob¬ 
vious, of course, that some of 
this number will have to remain 
where they are and make the 
best of it. But a little more 
practical sympathy and a li;^- 
lier appreciation of the actiml 
condition in whieh many of the 
men find themselves should dom¬ 
inate the consideration of these 
cases. Such regard tor the im¬ 
positions of military regulation 
as may be necessary does hot 
alter the fad that any man who 
.has ^pugh,t,.^LJ>»l^,«l.aed,,i^l ri^ 
siroua of ^turning to the coun¬ 
try of his enlistment onght to bs 
given the privilege. Many Cana¬ 
dians took their discharge in 
London because they bhlieved 
they would find it comparatively 
simple to enter eivilian life in 
Britain. In Ihe meanthne the 
Imperial veteran- has been 
searching for work and his 
wants had to be satisfied first. 
The overseas soldier is out in 
the cold. 

MOBB NOTES. 

While the army of occupation 
is having a fairly good time in 
a pleasant part of (.lermany the 
German Government and the A1 
lied Reparations dommisston are 
exchanging notes upon that 
phase of the indemnities whose 
treatment is prescribed in 
the Treaty of Versailles. The 
Teutonic delegation has refused 
to pay any of the twelve billion 
Marks due under the express 
provision of the pact and she is 
taking a few more days to con¬ 
sider a fresh reply to the En 
tente note which promised fur¬ 
ther penalties for refusal. 

In other words it is becoming 
incihaaingly plain that German^' 
does not intend to pay at all and 
little will be gained by allowing 
her - to temporize and argue. 
Under present conditions she ap¬ 
pears to be satisfied to put up 
with Uie indignity of an invad¬ 
ing army tn possession of a dis¬ 
tress warrant amounting to a 
trifle over two hundred billions. 
How could she be expected to 
worry over an insignificant sum 
like twelve billions t Instead of 
embarking upon a new series of 
notes in the hope that she will 
diseover a way to meet her obli¬ 
gations -with her gwn free will 
the Reparations Commission and 
the Allied Supreme Council 
would be better employed in de¬ 
vising a proposal that‘,.she will 
understand.
